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Appropriation for lowa State Traveling Library 


The Fifty-eighth General Assembly appropriated $69,100 annually for 1959-61 
biennium for the Iowa State Traveling Library, an increase of $6,280. The Library had 
requested $131,233. The amount of the appropriation means that the Library of neces- 
sity must continue to rely upon Federal Funds to meet much of the salary, book and 
other operating expenses if it is to continue the present services being given. 


The appropriation is not sufficient to enable the Library to match the full amount 
of the Federal grant which will be available to Iowa. However, it can match for $88,290 
in Federal Funds for 1959-60. Later it may be possible to match for a small additional 
amount by using funds spent on improvements and supplies which are paid out of the 
Executive Council’s budget. 


An encouraging aspect of the effort to secure an adequate appropriation was the 
fine support given by many librarians and board members. The Iowa State Traveling 
Library Board of Trustees, Director and staff are grateful to everyone who supported 
the Library and the budget it needed.
